Completed for the 201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, it now provides flexible recreation 
space for the community and sports events. The judges 
said the building is an ‘example of order with beautifully 
finished concrete structural fin columns and a simple 
palette of colours and high quality materials’.

201 2 Winner 

Architect: Stanton Williams 

This building is embedded into the landscape and minimises its impact 
on the site. The architecture is ‘tough’ and the judges described it as a 
building that ‘feels at one with its setting’. It is a welcoming and high 
quality building using tough materials to withstand the knocks and 
bumps of its use as a community sports facility.

Boost for business broadband 


HACKNEY firms can now claim vouchers worth up to 
£3,000 to upgrade their internet service to business- 
grade broadband. 

The voucher connection scheme is open to enterprises 
with up to 250 employees. The aim is to help local small 
to medium sized businesses boost the speed of their 
broadband connection to 30gbps. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration, 
said: “Most businesses are on up to 1 7mbps speed, which 
is actually a domestic service masquerading as a business 
service and is nothing like as reliable as the new services 
on offer through this scheme, which are true business- 
grade offerings.” 

The Council is helping promote the scheme by holding a 
launch event during London Technology Week, at BL_NK 
in Shoreditch on 1 7 June, between 8.30am and 1 1 am. 
Internet service providers will be on hand to answer 
questions and businesses can decide which, if any, they 
want to take a contract out with. 

There is also the option for companies to team up and split 
the cost of upgrading.

Tour de France road closures 


THE Tour de France will be speeding through Hackney 
next month and Transport for London (TfL) is holding an 
information session on how travel will be affected. 

On 7 July, competitors in the world famous race will ride 
from Cambridge to London, passing through East London, 
and finishing in The Mall. This forms part of the first three 
stages of the tour - known as the Grand Depart - which 
takes place in the UK this year. 

Affected roads will be closed from 1 0am to about 6pm. 
There will be significant disruption and delays to road and 
bus transport across the capital. 

In Hackney, the A1 06 Ruckholt Road/Eastway will 
be closed between Orient Way and Lee Conservancy 
Road, with no access to, or from, the A1 2 at the Lee 
Interchange. Waterden Road will also be closed. 

The information session will take place on 1 7 June in 
Hackney Town Hall, from 4.30pm to 7.30pm. People will 
be able to view detailed maps of the route and associated 
road closures, and ask TfL staff any questions.

Photographer Colin O’Brien documents a 
changing city through more than six decades 


A NEW exhibition, 
featuring images 
charting the 
changing face of 
the capital since the end of 
the Second World War is 
set to open this month.

A ctor Paul 

Bradley shot to 
fame in the mid- 
90s portraying 
the hapless, bad shirt- 
wearing Nigel Bates in 
EastEnders, but he is more 
recently recognisable as 
the eccentric, but brilliant 
surgeon Dr Elliot Hope in 
BBCl’s ‘Holby City’. 

When he’s not acting, 
Paul performs in bizarre 
jazz band hKippers, who 
are celebrating their 
25th birthday this year. 
(The ‘h’ is silent.) Paul 
‘plays’ Sellotape and 
guitar alongside Oscar- 
winning composer Stephen 
Warbeck and Pogues 
drummer Andrew Ranken. 
Paul describes their sound 
as ‘stupid world music’. 

“The band is made up 
of talented musicians, and 
I’m the least gifted of the 
bunch,” says Paul. Adding: 
“A music journalist said in 
a review that I sang like a 
lorry driver. . . I took that 
as a compliment.” 

Paul has lived in 
Hackney since 1989, and 
the Stoke Newington- 
based band has played 
alongside the likes of 
John Otway and John 
Etheridge, at respected 
music venues including 
Hackney’s Vortex and 
Cafe Oto. 

But it was acting that 
was always Paul’s first 
love. “That was all I was 
ever going to do, whether 
I was successful or not. I 
was a show-off as a child,” 
he says. 

Paul studied drama at 
Manchester University

them on TV sitcom 
‘Bottom’ as a burglar 
who was Sellotaped 
to the ceiling, a scene 
written to mirror Paul’s 
own enthusiasm for the 
adhesive. 

His first big TV break 
came when a director 
friend offered him a 
bit part on EastEnders, 
playing a friend to Phil and 
Grant Mitchell. 

“At the BBC, you can 
buy your outfit from

full-time job. I never take it 
\^for granted 
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the costume department 
after you’ve done your 
scene, but the guy in the 
department wouldn’t 
sell me my clothes,” Paul 
explains. Adding: “He said 
it was because he thought 
I’d be coming back, and 
he was right. At the time, 

I was boracic [rhyming 
slang - boracic lint: 
skint], and my wife said 
I didn’t have any choice 
but to take the role.” 

Paul was a fixture in 
the soap for five years, 
but fame came at a price. 
He admits it became 
difficult to go out in 
public and the attention 
could be ‘frightening’. 


Weird similarities with 
the show and his own life 
also started to develop. 

He says: “I found 
myself going to the doctor 
and it was like going 
to see Dr Legg [former 
EastEnders character] . 

I had friends who lived in 
Fassett Square, which is 
the place that the fictional 
Albert Square was based 
on. And the location of 
Phil’s garage was based on 
the arches at Mentmore 
Terrace.” 

In 2005, Paul auditioned 
for a small role in Holby 
City and impressed the 
producers so much they 
created the role of Dr 


Hope just for him. 

“I consider myself 
extremely fortunate that 
I’ve got a full-time job,” 
he muses. “I never take 
it for granted.” 

Holby fans will know 
that Dr Hope has not had 
an easy time on the show. 
His wife died, his son 
and daughter were both 
shot in separate incidents, 
and his dog was run over 
by an ambulance. The 
character’s own health 
then took a turn for the 
worst, but Paul is assured 


he will remain in Holby 
for the time being: “I’m 
not dying soon!” 

Paul originally lived in 
Dalston, before moving 
two roads away to Stoke 
Newington. He revels in 
the area’s long history of 
non-conformity and lists 
Abney Park Cemetery, 
Springfield Park and the 
canal paths and cycle rides 
as some of his favourite 
Hackney hidden gems. 

He says of his chosen 
home: “I believe you pick 
your village.”

Q: My boyfriend is super sporty and goes through 
a lot of spray deodorant. I use roll on as I think it’s 
better for the environment. He thinks I’m wrong 
because he puts his empty aerosol cans in the 
recycling. Which is best? 


A: He’s right that he can recycle his aerosol cans, but you 
can also put your empty roll on bottles in the recycling 
too. So no difference there. 

Some brands now use smaller deodorant cans which 
contain the same amount of spray as larger ones. 

These new-look cans use an average of 25 per cent less 
aluminium, so if he wants to stick with the sprays maybe 
you could get him to use the new smaller cans.

Help for new parents worried 
about their baby’s crying 

NEW mums and dads in Hackney are being offered a 
helping hand to cope with the first months of parenthood. 
Hackney is one of just 20 local authorities to invite parents to 
a view a 1 0-minute film called ‘Coping with Crying’. 

A newborn’s regular crying can be very distressing for 
parents, but that tends to peak at six to eight weeks. The 
film looks at why babies cry and gives practical techniques 
for dealing with it.

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The changing faces 
of Thomas Manton

T HE 18th century 
song ‘The Vicar 
of Bray’ satirises 
a Berkshire 

rector who changed his 
principles, during 
the religious upheavals 
of the 16th and 17th 
centuries, in order to 
keep his position. 

Presbyterian clergyman 
Thomas Manton (1620- 
1677), who held the 
living of St Mary’s Stoke 
Newington between 1645 
and 1656, followed a 
similar path. He worked 
with both Oliver Cromwell 
and Charles II, although 
unlike the Vicar of Bray, 
Manton was at one point 
imprisoned for his beliefs. 

Manton was born in 
Somerset, educated in 
Tiverton and Oxford, 
and ordained as a deacon 
in 1640. He returned 
to the West Country 
for his first ministries in 
Devon, although he never 
actually took orders as 
a priest, insisting that he 
was already sufficiently 


ordained for his role. The 
English Civil War broke 
out in 1642, and in 1645 
Manton was proposed by 
the Cromwellian Colonel 
Alexander Popham, who 
held the manor of Stoke 
Newington, for the living 
at St Mary’s to replace the 
Royalist William Heath. 

Manton was careful 
to steer a course between 
what he described as 
‘forbidding Rigours 
and rapturous 
Pretensions’ but 
was not afraid 
to stand up 
for what he 
believed 
in. He 
preached 
before 
Parliament 
on numerous 
occasions and 
served as Cromwell’s 
chaplain, but also opposed 
the execution of Charles I 
in 1649. 

In 1651, Manton 
attended fellow 
Presbyterian minister, 
Christopher Love, at his 
beheading on Tower Hill 
for involvement in a plot 


to restore Charles II. Love 
was so grateful that he 
gave his cloak to Manton, 
who subsequently insisted 
on preaching Love’s 
funeral sermon despite 
the anger of Cromwell’s 
government and threats 
by soldiers to shoot him 
should he go ahead. 

During his time at Stoke 
Newington, Manton 
embarked on a long series 
of mid-week lectures on 
the subjects of 
Isaiah, St 
James and 
St Jude. 
Copies 
of some 
of these, 
along 
with a 
number 
of Manton’s 
sermons are 
now held at the 
Hackney Archives. 

In 1656, Manton left 
St Mary’s to become 
rector of St Paul’s, Covent 
Garden. Two years later 
Cromwell died, and along 
with other Presbyterians, 
Manton believed that 
the restoration of the 


monarchy was 
necessary to help 
stabilise the confused and 
uncertain state that the 
country found itself in. He 
was part of the deputation 
that went to Breda in The 
Netherlands to finalise 
terms for the exiled Charles 
II to return to England and 
resume the throne. At this 
point he became the king’s 
personal chaplain. 

The Act of Uniformity 
of 1662 required that all 
ministers be re-ordained by 
a bishop under the terms of 
the new Book of Common 
Prayer. Along with over 
2,000 other nonconformist 
ministers, Manton refused 
to take the oath, and so 
was forced to leave St 
Paul’s. He continued to 
preach in private, but in 
1670 was seized under the 
Conventical Act of 1664 
which forbade dissenting 
religious gatherings of 
more than five people 
which did not abide by 
the laws of the Church 
of England. 

Manton was imprisoned 
for six months in the 
old Gatehouse Prison at 




Westminster Abbey, 
although he seems to 
have been well-treated 
by the keeper, Lady 
Broughton, who even 
let him out to visit 
his friends in Stoke 
Newington. 

Manton died in 1677, 
and despite having 
left the Church of 
England because of his 
nonconformist beliefs, he 
was buried in the chancel 
of St Mary’s. 

Curiously, there is 
another connection 
between the old song 
and Stoke Newington. 

In 1882, a comic opera 
version of ‘The Vicar of 
Bray’, written by Sydney 
Grundy and Edward 
Solomon, opened in 
London. Grundy’s 
libretto transposed 
the story from Bray 


in Berkshire to Bray in 
County Wicklow, and 
introduced the characters 
Henry Sandford and 
Tommy Merton. These 
were taken from bestselling 
children’s book of 1793 
‘The History of Sandford 
and Merton’, written by 
Thomas Day who lived 
at 109 Stoke Newington 
Church Street.

• 2 tbsp whole grain mustard 

• 1 0Og cheese (gruyere, comte or emmental)

• fresh thyme 
•black olives (optional). 

Method 

• For the pastry: 

Melt the butter. Add

• For the filling: Allow the pastry base to cool 
and then spread with mustard 

• Cover the mustard with a layer of grated 
cheese. Slice the tomatoes and arrange them 
on top in a spiral. Drizzle with olive oil and

• Bake for 1 5-20 
minutes.
